Dan, 


Welcome to the world of DX! Sounds like you have been bitten by that 
contagion! The very first thing I would tell you to do is to send about 
3 envelopes to your own QSL bureau. You will be surprised how many 
foreign QSLs you are going to get via that route. Most foreign stations 
go right ahead and send you a card as soon as you work them. They will 
almost always just send it to your QSL bureau. The sad thing about this 
method is that there is a great turn around time doing it this way. Some 
of the turn around time will depend on how much DX you work. Most of the 
bureaus will keep your cards until they have enough to fill your 
envelope. I usually just put 2 stamps on my envelopes so they can't hold 
too many cards. That way I can get my cards more frequently. It is not 
unusual to get an envelope from the bureau and find you have a card from 


a station you worked several years before. So the more DX you work the 
faster the cards come in and the faster you get envelopes! So work a lot 
of DX. One additional point. Try to always keep envelopes on file at 
your bureau. If a card is sent to the bureau and there is no envelope on 
file the bureau just throws the card away. I have found that most 
bureaus will let you know how many envelopes you have left on file or at 
least let you know when they send out your last envelope so you can get 
more to them. 


As to sending cards to foreign stations you work. You can send them 
direct to the station if you can find their address either on the 
internet or in the International Callbook. Otherwise you can just send 
the card to that stations respective QSL bureau. They work basically 
just like our bureau. Many people will wait until they have a few cards 
for that country to send and then just send one envelope with many cards 
to that bureau. This is much more cost effective. If I remember right 
you can mail somewhere around 8 cards in each envelope with no 
additional postage required. (Now this does depend on the thickness and 
therefore the weight of your cards. If you have lightweight and thin 
cards you will be able to mail a few more.) What I did was put about 10 
of my cards in an envelope and take it to the post office and ask them 
to weigh it to see what it would cost to mail. I think I can get 8 of my 
cards in an envelope and not have to pay extra. And as they say, your 
mileage may vary....etc. 


If you send a card directly to a foreign station it is considered good 
manners to include a SASE and either money (usually about $1), called 
‘green stamps' or an International Reply Coupon (IRC) which is good for 
exchange for regular ground postage for one letter at the foreign 
station's post office. It is amazing to see how expensive some postal 
charges are in other countries especially when compared to what some 
foreign hams make as a yearly salary. So it can get very, very expensive 
for some hams to send QSLs. That is one reason that an awful lot of 
foreign hams QSL via the bureau. They can get one bundle out to the 
bureau and pay postage just once. This will get a lot of cards out for 
them. 


If you find that a foreign station has a QSL manager, that is someone 
who is handling all QSL requests for that station then it is very 
important to send your card to that station with an SASE and return 
postage. If the QSL manager lives in a foreign country then enclose 
either an IRC, return postage from that country's postal service, ora 
green stamp. One bit of warning about enclosing a ‘green stamp'. In some 
countries workers there, maybe even in their post offices, are keyed in 
to letters coming from other amateur stations. There are many incidences 
of the envelope being opened and the ‘green stamp' somewhat mysteriously 
‘disappears'. As I said some of these foreign workers' yearly pay is 
quite little compared to ours. So a few dollars picked up this way can 


go a long way for them. Another note of caution. It is illegal in some 
countries to possess foreign currency. So if you are thinking of sending 
dollars to other countries it is wise to try to find out if it is legal 
in those countries. This can usually be found out from other hams. 


For the above reasons I deal only in IRCs and to date have not had any 
problems. 


The addresses of the QSL bureaus, both in the US (so you can get the 
address of your own to send the envelopes to) and foreign countries is 
listed in the front of The Callbook. Both US and foreign versions. If 
you would like a copy of the bureaus I would be happy to photo copy the 
list and mail it to you or scan it and send it to you attached to e-mail 
if you want. Now the latest Callbooks I have are the 1995 versions, 
since after that I have been getting the CD ROM versions. But those 
listed there are still good. 


Not all countries have a QSL bureau and for those you just have to hope 
that the ham has an address in the Callbook or on the internet. 


If you are a member of ARRL, they have an outgoing QSL bureau service. 
All you do with this is take all the cards you want to send out and 
bundle them up and mail them to the ARRL outgoing bureau. Then people 
there sort your cards and send them with other hams' cards to the 
respective bureaus. This is even more cost effective and a very nice 
service. 


The best way to get DX QSL cards from stations is to send them one. I 
have found that by and large the foreign stations are actually better at 
returning QSLs to me than are hams here in the US. 


So I hope this gets you started. Hope you start seeing those DX cards 
showing up in your mail box daily.

Just to see if my experience matches the test results, I'll make a 
prediction. The dipole will outperform the W3EDP. But the W3EDP will do 
well enough that you will decide it's a good antenna for portable work when 
you just have the time or geography to put one end of a wire up in the air.

If it has to be one antenna for all bands it's be hard to beat the 
screwdriver antenna designed by D. K. Johnson, W6AAQ. Don can be 
reached by email at W6aaq@mother.com. He has an information packet for 
$5.00 which is all the guidance you should need. He lists sources for 
all parts, and sells some of the hard to find bits at near cost. He is 
also accessible by telephone. Nice, opinionated, old guy. 


The same antenna that you can build for twenty or thirty dollars worth 


of parts sells under such names as Sierra, BB3, etc. for several 
hundred. This antenna adjusts remotely to become resonate anywhere in 
the spectrum between 10 and 80 meters. I have built several. They are 
not difficult to build. They work great. They are big and somewhat 
difficult to support. I flexed the top of my Toyota SR5 wagon to the 
point of weakness. (I will not mount a good antenna at the bumper. ) 


A top loaded whip would be more efficient, but you'd have to change 
coils (or fly several of them). That gets big in a hurry, too. I have 
seen top loaded monobanders which were very light, cheap and easily 
built.

All, 


The earlier comments on portable and backpacking antennas got me thinking 
about zip cord antennas we used to make. About 100 feet of zip cord 
stripped back 33 feet would make a 40 meter dipole fed with about 65 feet 
of balanced feed line. An unbalanced to balanced tuner would be used 
between the rig and the antenna. The ZM-2 or equivalent should be 


excellent for this application. 


The rubber insulation of the late '50s zip cord was not the best insulator 
and I have no idea what the losses were but the antennas worked. Radio 
Shack has several sizes of zip cord type clear plastic-insulated speaker 
wire. I did a little empirical evaluation of some that I had on hand which 
included 2 types with 20 ga stranded wire and 1 with 24 ga solid. 


Empirical Results: 


20 ga (.030), .187 spacing -- 190 ohms, 15 pF/ft 
20 ga (.030), .094 spacing -- 139 ohms, 20 pF/ft 
24 ga (.020), .062 spacing -- 139 ohms, 17 pF/ft 


(These values are consistent with 75 ohm twin lead shown in earlier 
handbooks. The loss per 100 £t at 14 MHz is between RG-58 and RG-8, or 
about 1 dB.) 


I chose a dielectric constant value (k) of 2.5 which compares to the values 
for most plastics in the tables. Didn't check breakdown voltages but they 
should be adequate for QRP levels (I've used the 18 ga stuff for lamp cords 
-- ~335 V PP). 


The capacitance was measured on a 12 inch length by using my dip meter and 
a 10 pF 2% capacitor/coil combination. I checked the dip frequency with 
and without the cable. A reactance nomogram was used to find the 
approximate cable capacitance. For a test of reasonableness, I substituted 
a capacitor of the same value for the cable. The dip frequency stayed 
essentially the same. 


Further testing and measurement is planned with more elaborate equipment. 
If the values above are truly representative, it looks like a simple, 
easily portable antenna could be made from the speaker wire. A 2 to 1 
impedance matching transformer would closely match the ~139 ohm cable to 
the ~73 ohm antenna. The SWR using the cable directly though, would only 
cause about 1 dB of additional loss and may make the transformer not worth 
the effort.

I really don't know the theory behind the ballast etc. so I'm at a loss why 
this particular fixture seems to need so many new ballasts.

Gang, 


Gotta' agree completely with what has gone before in this thread. Zip cord 
antennas (or K5BDZ's "Bumble Bees") have worked here for eighteen years. 


The late WOVM (call recently re-issued) made a believer out of me when it 
came to tuned feeders. Bill Stocking also took time to point out to folks 
that balanced antennas *xand* antenna tuners did not damn users to the 
everlasting fires! Further, that while on earth they would probably work 
enough stations to keep radio interesting. 


My favorite ingredient is an old spool of #24 stranded speaker wire from 
Radio Shack. I use an electrician's knot for a center insulator and shirt 
buttons at the ends. The integral feedline can be any convenient length. The 
concept also works well as a half-size G5RV and covers 10-40m nicely with a 
51' flatop! As you might expect the total weight for antenna and feedline is 
measured in ounces. 


If your not comfortable using the electrician's knot try a heavy-duty guitar 
pick as the center-insulator. For portable work miniature alligator clips 
are great for attaching zip cord or 300 ohm feedlines. 


One caution! I have never had good luck with traditional lamp cord. The 
pigment used to color the rubber brown or black does not seem to be happy 
around RF. 


For grins, try making these center-fed zepps from two conductors of flat 
computer cable. For this variation switch to shirt collar buttons! The grey 
conductor cable becomes almost invisible against the sky after it weathers 
for awhile.
